SYRACUSE, N. Y., Dec. 25 ®.— 
An unusual Christmas gift to the 
Indians of the State of New York 
was contaified ih th@"angOtincesitent 
today by State ‘officials’ ‘of the 
Daughters of the Americas Revolu- 
tion that these women would found 
a full four years’ s¢holarship in the 
State College of Home Economics at 
Cornell University. for; some “Indian 
maiden of the Six Nations. 

The scholarship will bear the name 
of Olive: Whitman, late wife of for- 
mer Governor Charles S. Whitman, 
and the selection will be by a joint 
committee of the Daughters headed 
by Mrs. William H. Jones of Ogdens- 
burg and a group of Indian matrons, 
inthading Mrs. Albert Shenandoah of 
the Onondaga Reservation.

The first suggestion of professional 
trainiag for librarians was made by 


Dr. Melyil Dewey, Librarian of the 
University, in 1883, Director William} 
son’s eeort shows. The following 
year trustees attthorized the 
yetabiistnent of such a school and 
Dr. Dewey was selected as its head. |. 
The s¢hdol was not opened until\1887 
and two years. later, Dr. Dewey hav- 
ing become director of the State Li- 
brary -at Albany, thé school was 
moved there as an independent insti- 
tution; It was known as the New 
York State Library. School. 

Subséquently, similar schools. were 
established in different parts-of the 
country, ‘many of them under the ‘di- 
rection. of graduates of Dr. Dewey’s 
school, By 1920 there were fourteen 
or fifteen of such recognized institu- 
tions forilibrary training. The Amer- 
ican Library Association then initi- 
ated a@ movement for higher stand- 
ards in these schools. Many of them 
raised their entrance requirements.to 
collegé graduation and affiliated 
with uttiversities. 

The question of university affilia- 
tion for the New York State Library 
School thus arose naturally, and, in 
view Of the school’s history, ‘the 
alumni and others intérested: in it, 
looked: to Columbia to mothervit once 
more. “The change wag more easily: 
accomplished because since 1902 the 
New k State Library School had 
admitted only college graduates. 

Similarly, the question of univer- 
sity affiliation was being discussed 
in the ’@ase of the Library School at 
the public library. This school had 
been established in 1911 under Car- 
negie grants and had= grown until 
there Was a serious question if it 
would Mot be more effective in con- 
nectio#. With a teaching institution. 
Through its director, Dr. Edwin H. 
Anderson, director of the library, the 
school had a strong link with the -Al- 
bany s¢hHool since Dr. Anderson was 
the se¢ond director of the New York 
State Library School. 

Fin after negotiations between 
the officials of. both schools and the 
univerpity authorities and with the 
approval of the Regents of the Uni- 
versity of the State of New York, 
the transfer was made last year.

THE LEAGUE AT CHRISTMAS. 


It was inevitable that at this 
time, which speaks to all mankind 
of peace and good-will, the thoughts 
of many should turn to the League 
of Nations. Christmas and the 
League are thoroughly congruous. 
The two stand together as aspira- 
tion and an attempt at realization. 
This is one reason why pessimists 
about the League are keeping still 
at this season. To affirm that the 
League is a mistake and a failure 
may be possible for some on some 
other days, but never on Christmas 
Day. Even Senator BoRAH, who 
fought the entrance of the United 
States into the League, and was 
more responsible than any other 
man for our not being in it, spoke 
of it most sympathetically in his 
little broadcast address just be- 
fore Christmas. And as: for M. 
BRIAND in Paris, who sent a special 
message to THE TIMES through Mr. 
JAMES, he doubtless felt that his en- 
thusiastic review of the progress of 
peaceful ideas during the past year, 
together with -his warm praise of 
the work of the League, fell in har- 
moniously with the chiming of 
Christmas bells. 

It is a colder, drier statement put 
out by Sir ERIc DRUMMOND of the 
League Secretariat, but all the more 
convincing for that. The year has 
been ‘one of consolidating the 
ground previously won and advanc- 
ing to new territory. :Within the 
League the smaller nations are feel- 
ing their power and asserting them- 
selves as never before. More than 
once the Assembly has urged the 
Council forward.. The whole record 
is of a great deal of quiet achieve- 
ment ‘and: steady: progress; with one 
thrilling scene to flash round the 


earth ‘the real strength and ‘signifi- 


cance of the League of Nations. 


When Poland and Lithuania sank at 
Geneva their differences and !vowed 
to each other to: live. in’ peace, they 
evidently felt themselves’ in the 
presence of the visible moral con- 
science*of the civilized world. This 
is what the League is coming more 
and more to be seen of all’ men to 
be. What wonder,’ then, that its 
dreams and its aims’ and its tri- 
umphs should be hymned on the 


natal day of the Prince of Peace?

EMPLOYMENT AND UNEM- 
PLOYMENT. 

The latest report,on employment 

and unemployment in American in- 

dustry, by. the United States Bureau 

of Labor Statistics, illustrates the 


oe | difficulty of drawing positive infer- 


ence from such data. Covering 
returns. from fifty-four American 
manufacturing industries, the bu- 
reau’s calculation finds.the percent- 
age of laborers employed last Octo- 
ber, taking the monthly average of 
1923 as 100, to have been slightly 
over 8712. The decrease had not been 
continuous during. the intervening 
period. In one month of 1924 the 
average fell to 84%; late in 1925 
the monthly percentage reached 
925,, and it worked out at 93% in 
March of last year. But since then 
reduction had been practically unin- 
terrupted; the October average is 
lower than in any month since Sep- 
tember of 1924, which was _consid- 
ered.a period of trade reaction, and 
the indicated employment of Octo- 
ber is 12% per cent. below 1923. 
The general trend thus indicated 
has been confirmed by nearly all in- 
dividual statements of industrial 
companies. The average labor force 
employed by the Bethlehem Steel, 
for instance, decreased from 62,350 
in 1923 to 60;098 in 1925, the pay- 
roll also being reduced from -$111,- 
457,000 to $107,771,000.. In 1925 the 
General. Motors employed 7,987 few- 
er: workingmen than in 1923, with 
reduction of $1,543,000 in the annual 
payroll. These comparisons would 
seem to mean an unfavorable move- 
ment of ‘trade activity. The unem- 
ployment figures are certainly so 
considered in the case of European 
computations, which have been ac- 
cepted, notably in England, France, 
Germany and Itdly, as clear reflec- 
tion of improvement or retrogres- 
sion in the national industry. Yet 
in American factory employment a 
curious complication arises which 
makes positive deduction difficult. 
During three years past indus- 
trial managers have been pointing 
out. that increased -efficiency of 
labor, combined with introduction of 
labor-saving machinery and distri- 
bution of output evenly throughout 
the year, was making possible great- 
er output and larger profits, not- 
withstanding smaller working forces 
and reduced aggregate payrolls; 
partly indeed in consequence of 
them, ‘The company. statements al- 
ready cited. show that Bethlehem 
Steel’s actual production in 1925 in- 
creased over 1923, despite the 2,252 
decrease in laborers employed and 
the aggregate cut of $3,726,000 in 
wage -payments. General Motors’ 
decrease of 7,987 in number of ‘em- 
ployes was accompanied by increase 
of 37,347 in cars delivered to dealers 
in 1925 as compared with 1923. The 
Same process has been. visible in 
nearly all other branches of indus- 
try. Although tonnage transported 
on the railways increased with ex- 
ceptional rapidity between 1924 and 
the early months of 1927, and al- 
though nearly’ 8,000,000 more cars 
were loaded in 1926 than in 1920, 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion lately reported that the num- 
ber of employes had been reduced 
250,000 during the six-year period. 
What has become of the labor 
“ released” by this process? It cer- 
tainly did not turn, as in some older 
days, to farming work.

THE SCHOOL OF SAVANTS. 


Visitors to Vichy shouldn’t fail to 
go to the. near-by mountain village 
of Glozel. It consists-of four houses 
and one.farm. Yet it is almost as 
famous as Paris. In the Spring of 
1924 a youth named FRADIN, whose 
people work the farm, ran his plow- 
share against some large stones, 
Digging, he found what were clearly 
relics; of .a. glass furnace and its 
products, objects, not more than 
three hundred years old at most. 
Amateur archaeologists in Vichy 
were in a flutter. Their society 
delegated a young schoolmaster with 
@ passion for the prehistoric to ex- 
amine the unburyings. His super- 
vision of the excavations was. nec- 
essarily not very strict. Not till 
January, 1925, was the first “ Glo- 
zelian” treasure turned up, an in- 
scribed clay tablet. 

In the next half-year a stone ring 
and three lettered slate axes ap- 
peared. Then Dr. Moret of Vichy, 
a man to whom even the anti-Glo- 
zelians impute unimpeachable good 
faith; took charge. .In the interval 
somebody had got hold of local 
pamphlets describing certain prehis- 
toric remains, genuine or invented, 
Rich was the harvest’ o: the: Fradin 
field: Inscriptions; clay pots, adorned 
with comic owl faces, “ symbolic of 
death” or satirizing the archaeolo- 
gists; more stone-rings.and axes; 
harpoons of bone; slate, horn were 
disinterred. M. SALOMON’ REINACH, 
Director of the Saint-Germain Mu- 
seum, Went to.Glozel, saw some of 
the. diggings. He was deeply im- 
pressed; especially by Dr. MORLET’S 
most valued find,.a reindeer engraved 
on a stone accompanied by the mys- 
tic letters STX, which suggest to the 
irreverent some ueees of whisky 
or-ale. ' 
These letters are ‘in the pamphlets 
mentioned  above.. M. REINACH, 
keeping up his grudge against the 
Phoenicians, rejoiced in the discov- 
ery of a “Neolithic alphabet.” The 
Glozel stuff. must. go back-to from 
3500 to 4500. B. C. His assistant 
at. the museum doubted the authen- 
ticity of Dr: MoRLET’s “ prehistoric ” 
specimen3, M. ReErnacu told the 
Academy they could not be forgeries. 
M. CAMILLE JULLIEN said they were 
the stock in trade of a Gallo-Roman 
witch-doctor., Twice a month in 
Mercure de France, M. VAN GENNEP, 
jts ethnologist, smote the heretic 


ism. France was divided into Glo- 
zelians ahd anti-Glozelians. The 
latter have been getting the worst of 
it this year. The Abbé BREUvIL inti- 
mated, without saying directly, that 
the harpoons and engravings were 
frauds: At a secret session of the 
Academy M, DussauD said that the 
inscribed tablets were forgeries.

As historians, have not been able 
to decide who was “father of the 
American Navy,” Lieut. Commander 
F. E. Cross of the. United States 
Naval Reserve proposes in the 
Naval Institute. Proceedings. for 
December that the honorary title be 
allowed to lapse. Most of us if asked 
who deserved it, or who should have 
priority of consideration, would an- 
swer, JOHN, PAUL JONES. He ren- 
dered valuable services to the Nayal 
Committee. of 1775 as.an adviser, 
and in the Revolutionary War 
fought. with such inspiring success. 
that he. qualifies, if anybody does. 
But there are others, notable among 
them Captain JoHN MANLEY. On 
the schooner Lee he was one of the 
first to play havoc with the enemy’s 
ships along the New England coast, 
and early was commissioned a Cap- 
tain in ‘the American Navy. Of him 
WILLIS’ J. ABBOT says in “The 
Naval History of the United States ” 
that his “honorable name, won.in 
“the opening years of the Revolu- 
“tion, fairly entitled him to the 
“ station of the father of the Amer- 
“ican Navy.” But in Independence 
Square, Philadelphia, another great 
sailor, Commodore JOHN BARRY, is 
pronounced “Father of the Navy 
of. the United States” on a memo- 
rial statue. The distinction has 
also been claimed for a civilian, 
JOHN ADAMS. HORACE KIMBALL, in 
“American Naval Battles,” an 
esteemed publication of a day long 
past, declared that “posterity will 
‘ him as the father of the 
“ American Navy.” 

Only ADAMS. was a native of the 
Colonies, JONES was born at Kirk- 
bean, Scotland; Barry at Wexford 
Ireland, and MANLEY at Torquay, 
England. A case could be made out 
with diffculty for JOHN ADAMs,

OUR FAILING WATER SUPPLY... 


The Board of Estimate does well 
to keep at the problem of a new 
water. supply for New York City. 
That project cannot be delayed much 
longer. The Tri-State compact for 
the disposal of the. waters of the 
Delaware River, though approved 
| by the Commissioners of -all three 
States and adopted by the Legisla- 
ture of this State, failed of ratifica- 
tion.-by the Legislatures of New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania. As the 
Pennsylvania Legislature does not 
meet again in regular session until 
1929; New York may be compelled 
to consider some other plan. At one 
time the Board of Water Supply 
thought of abandoning the Delaware 
scheme. altogether and tapping addi- 
tional sources up the Hudson in 
Dutchess, Columbia. and Rensselaer 
Counties, “but it has now come 
around to the view that it is still 
possible.to go ahead independently 
with modifications of the original 
Delaware project. 

_ As this involves proceeding, at 
least for a time, without the formal 
consent of the other States, they 
are likely to challenge New York’s 
rights in the courts. With a view 
to determining those rights, and pos- 
sibly even forestalling court ac-

Davis. Certainly, the city should 
make sure of its ground before it 
embarks on so vast an undertaking. 
This new supply, which will bring 
500,000,000 gallons of water daily to

water..only from the tributaries 
which rise within the sovereignty of 
New York State, and to operate the 
reservoirs in such a way. as tu with- 
hold water from.these streams only 
when their flow is above norma]. 
The board contends that its plan 
is so. moderatély conceived, and the 
city’s need so patent and reasonable, 
that the courts will sanction the’ ynh- 
dertaking. Of the urgency of the 
matter there is no question. Under 
existing conditions as to metering, 
the present supply will meet the re- 
quirements of.the city. only until 
1935. Scarcely eight years remain 
in which to carry’ out the vast en- 
gineering ;works which must ; be 
completed before the new supply 
is available. ;

“Belief-t8 That Suspension of Trans- 
’ fers Would Cause Mark’s Depre-

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BERLIN, Dec. 25.—The day-to-day 
“money market was easier last week,

@ear. The large holiday demand for 
tash by the Postoffice Department 
and other public authorities with im- 
Mediate requirements appears to 
have withdrawn credit from the mar 
ket. This movement, taken along 
with the unsatisfactory Reichsbank 
return for: the middle of December, 
has again started talk of an advance 
in the bank rate. It is expected the 
first weeks of the new year, how- 
ever, will bring relief. 

Financial experts look favorable on 
the conclusions apparently reached 
by Parker Gilbert’s report concern- 
ing the fixing of a definite rep2ra- 
tions sum and the abolition of trans- 
fers control. Gilbert’s view, how- 
ever, is considered to be reserved, 
and the wording to be so far tenta- 
tive. as not. to constitute a formal 
proposal. For this reason there is a 
feeling that the past week’s discus- 
sion of the matter has somewhat dis- 
tinct practical possibilities. 


Fixing the Sum of Reparations. 


The general view among German 
bankers is that the allies, whose in- 
ertia on the reparations question is 
notorious, :will let sleepine dogs lie, 
and. will consider revision of the 
Dawes Plan only in case the repara- 
tions machinery breaks down. Un- 
doubtedly the whole German public 
would welcome the absolute fixing 
of. the sum. total, and experts .on 
transfers expressed no surprise at 
Gilbert’s remarks. 

On the other hand; it has been 
notorious for two years that the so- 
called “‘transfers question’’ was a 
myth and that transfers were pro- 
ceéding so automatically and with 
so: little trouble that the transfer 
committee: was a pure sinecure in- 
stitution which did no work. That, 
however, was regarded as inevitable 
for the reason that the vroblem of 
“transfers could become really diffi- 
cult only if the currency were to de- 

reciate. But it is also recognized 
hat the Dawes Plan is based on as- 
sumption that depreciation is im- 
possible, and that assumption has 
so far proved to be correct. 

The “Transfer Question.’’ 


The best. authorities on the cur- 
rency affirm that, if the transfer 
committee were obliged to declare 
any large part of the internal pay- 
ments untransferable, the sums thus 
indicated, as well as all other ‘cur- 
rency in the public hands will de- 
preciate in internal buving power, 
go that even the suspension of trans- 


fers by the transfer committee 
— not avail to prevent deprecia- 
on. 

It is admitted, however. that there 
is thus far no prospect of such an 
incident. These facts also remove 
expectation of any serious difficulty 
in Germany’s meeting interest on 
her foreign loans in America and 
elsewhere. 


SOME FOREIGN DOUBT
